Ajmer , the 21th July 1954 

No. 272 — In exercise of the powers conferred upon me 
by Section 34 of the Ajmer Laws Regulation, 1877 (Regu- 
lation III of 1877) I hereby order that no person shall 
slaughter or cause to be slaughtered any animal on the 
15th August 1954 on account of Independence Day in any 
place in the State of Ajmer. 

2. The word ‘ Animal ’ means animal meant for slaugh- 
tering for food and includes all types of poultry, fish and 
game birds. 

3. Any person contravening these orders, shall in addi- 
tion to any other consequences that would ensue for such 
breach, on conviction before a Magistrate, be punished 
with imprisonment not exceeding one month or fine not 
exceeding two hundred rupees or both.
